BOAT IS CAPSIZED

RIVER NEAR HERE 


High Water Hampers 
Efforts To Find Bodies 
of Lewis Wofford and 
Mrs. M. W. Elliott. 


The Fourth of July holiday 
brought death to seven persons 
in Georgia yesterday. 


Two were drowned as four 
others escaped a like death in 
the spectacular capsizing of a 
boat on the Chattahoochee 
river near Atlanta. A man was 
drowned while swimming in the 
Ohoopee river, near Stillmore, 


and another man was drowned 
in the Ogeechee iver, near 
Mitchell. 

Two were killed and five in- 
jured in an automobile crash near 
Jackson. Another was killed when 
a truck. struck a tree, and eight 
others were hurt in a head-on col- 
lision in the Savannah area. 

The tragedies pushed to 18 the 
total of violent deaths in Georgia 
over the holiday period which be- 
gan Saturday.

GOLD ‘WAR CHEST 
S SHIFTED TOUS 


England, Holland Send Load 


to America Since 
Munich Pact. 


NEW YORK, July 4.—()—A 
huge potential “war chest” of 
gold has accumulated in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada for the ac- 
count of England and other for- 
eign countries, mostly since tre 
crisis last summer leading to the 
Munich pact. 

From informed banking sources 
it was learned today approximate- 
ly $250,000,000 was added in June 
to the fast-mounting foreign- 
owned gold store, making a record 
total of about $1,125,000,000 held 
here under “earmark.” 

This is gold set aside in spe- 
cial accounts and does not en-

Much, if not the bulk of the 
“earmarked” gold, is regarded in

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War Scare 


It now seems certain, if reliable news re- 
ports are to be given weight, Adolf Hitler had 
chosen last week end as the opportune time 
to play Danzig as his next card in the great 
international game of threat and counter- 
threat. Two million German soldiers are said 
to have been mobilized. His failure to make 
the play in the face of definite assurances from 
Britain, France and Poland that to do so would 
surely mean war has, at least, one logical mean- 
ing. It indicates that Germany and Italy, de- 
Spite all the braggadocio and swagger, want 
war no more than the three allied powers. 

Although August has been set by many ob- 
servers, September by others, as the more logi- 
cal time for the attack—after the crops have 
been harvested—why the presumption an at- 
tack will be made at all? Hitler and Mussolini 
and their loud-speakers, Goebbels and Gayda, 
know better than most men that every day the 
attack is postponed the less chance they have 
of winning a victory, crops or no crops. 

In all probability they realize the day has 
already past, unless they are incapable of ra- 
tional thinking, for achieving a military vic- 
tory. The chance of winning is now so slim—it 
was far greater last September—and the risk 
of losing all they have thus far accomplished 
for their countries is so great, war on the scale 
contemplated would be nothing short of at- 
tempted suicide. Aside from the tremendous 
economic advantages at the command of Brit- 
ain, France and Poland, they can now equal 
the axis powers on land and in the air and 
overwhelm them on the high seas. 

The Japanese position in China, despite the 
seeming boldness in challenging western pow- 
ers, is rather precarious. Holding an outraged 
bull by the tail has always been regarded as a 
difficult situation, certainly not conducive to 
grabbing an angry lion and the bear that walks 
like a man by the tail at the same time. It is 
generally conceded, however, that if war breaks 
in Europe they will grab all the tails in sight 
regardless of eventualities. 

And that’s where the United States comes 
into the picture. A stern hands-off warning 
to Japan, one that cannot be misunderstood, 


ideas of approved members of economic or po- 
litical faiths. Under dictatorships, freedom to 
find out means just the reverse of what it 
means in a democracy. 


The Good You Have Done 

The “Ten Opportunities” to care for worthy 
families in distress at last Christmastide, 
which, through the generosity of Atlantans, 
was expanded at the time to 26 opportunities, 
should bring a deep sense of gratification to 
those who contributed to the cause. At the 
half-year mark those who were given a helping 
hand have made such headway toward self- 
support that eight additional families—thirty- 
four in all—have become the beneficiaries of 
the fund. 

Although the “Ten Opportunities” program 
is launched during the Christmas season it is 
in no sense a strictly Christmas fund, but a 
year ‘round helping hand to worthy unfortu- 
nates, who, with the proper kind of assistance, 
can some day make their own way again. Con- 
tributions have been coming in steadily, thereby 
enabling the fund to extend help to additional 
farnilies, Due to the continued economic pinch, 
however, there are many other worthy unfor- 
tunates in distress who could be reached if 
funds were available. 

Three of the original Ten Opportunity fam- 
ilies have, with the aid given them, regained 
their economic footing and are carrying on un- 
assisted. Others have done so well the admin- 
istrators of the fund have been able to divert 
part of the money to the aid of others. Thus 
the good work goes on. It is demonstrated that 
many families, if given the proper kind of help, 
can support themselves and do it in much less 
time than the 12 months generally supposed 
necessary at the start. 

Anonymous donors last Christmas, who did 
so much to aid in expanding the work to in- 
clude many more needy families than originally 
thought possible, have contributed additional 
amounts throughout the first half of the year. 
All who contributed at the beginning and sub- 
sequently are entitled to know and feel a nat- 
ural sense of satisfaction over the good they 
have done. 


Artists Must Also Eat 

No nation under the sun is quicker to ac- 
claim success, after it has been attained, than 
the people of the United States, nor more 
lavish with reward and opportunity, once 
popular appeal has been struck. But, being a 
real artist and getting away with it is one 
of the greatest accomplishments in this ultra 
modern age. 

It is one of the marvels of the times that 
aman can become a great singer without a 
voice or a woman attain stardom with little 
or no histrionic ability. A Caruso, with the 
wrong cut to his jib or a Melba with poor 
underpinnings could easily starve in a garret 
unless satisfied with hiding their defects be- 
hind the limited sphere of opera. 

Being a real artist, however, requires 
something more than mere talent. It calls 
for hard, grueling work as well as a place 
and opportunity. Disdain for the former and 
an absence of the latter combine most suc- 
cessfully to make the real artist a rarity. The 
will to work, however, no matter how intense 
and determined, without place or opportunity, 
without the proper school, makes for even 
greater rareness. 

For this reason there are many who will 
deplore the discontinuance of the WPA theater 
as well as aid to other embryonic art. While 
far from reaching a state of perfection, the 
WPA theater has done much to create an 
awareness of the value of cultural things. 
Naturally its quality and value should not be 
judged by Broadway standards. A fairer 
measure would be the experience of those to 
whom a living performance was an event, 
rather than an ordinary experience—not, of 
course, overlooking the necessitous state of

It comes from a normally 
calm, fairly hard-headed man who has been closely associated with 
public affairs, yet it is published not because of the profundity of 
its sentiments or arguments, but as a sort of sentimental duty. It 
should be read, in fact, as a memorial to the days when the fourth 
was really glorious, when firecrackers were real firecrackers, and 
when sweating orators in Prince Albert coats were not ashamed to 
wave the stars and stripes in the most martial possible manner. It 
begins: 

EAM Sirs: Mild astonishment at the 
SCR OF THE EAGLE spectacle of the New Dealers try- 
ing to cope with a broken-down economy by the odd device of the 
perpetually unbalanced budget, plus deep-seated irritation at the 
state of affairs in the world, impels me to write. If I don’t ask 
someone what in God’s name has happened to this country, I be- 
lieve I shall burst. 

Here we are, more than 120,000,000 of us, masters of half a con- 
tinent, with more gold and oil and wheat and copper and cotton and 
every other good and necessary thing than anyone else in the world. 
Our people are healthier, and better educated, and enjoy greater 
comfort than any other people. Many another nation would be 
glad to live on what we waste. Yet we sit here, groaning under a 
prolonged attack of economic bellyache, while countries we would 
be ashamed to acknowledge as poor relations seize vast empires 
which will make them as rich and proud as we are, as well as 
extremely troublesome to us. 

All this goes on because we suffer from a fantastic psychosis, 
which leads us to suppose that any foreigner can hornswoggle any 
American; that every American diplomat or expert on foreign 
problems is a natural traitor to his country; and that, in short, this 
huge and vital nation is incompetent to play its part in world affairs, 
And what have we to look forward to from this policy of muddle- 
headed self-doubt? 

A very unpleasant future, is the answer. In the old days, when 
Great Britain was the policeman of the world, we felt peaceful and 
secure. We have no peace and know no security today because 
Great Britain has slipped, and a scramble for world dominance is on. 
Germany is trying her hand in Europe, Japan in the Far East. If 
they both succeed, we must be prepared to have our faces smashed 
in every time we show them beyond our own borders, or to accept 
a closed economy, which, as I think you have pinted out, means 
socialism or dictatorship. Personally, being an old-fashioned fellow, 
I like neither alternative, and so it makes me bitter to think how 
easy it would be to police the world ourselves, 

Why not wake up and shout, “Now we’ve had just about enough 
of .all this damned nonsense!” Germany would collapse like a 
pricked gas-bag if we promised to supply money and arms (not 
men, mind you) to the European nations which are fortunately will- 
ing to fight for us, As for Japan, if we closed the Panama Canal 
while Great Britain shut the Straits at Singnapore, Japan would be 
finished in short order. We would not need to turn our good 
President into another Napoleon. If we perhaps let him briefly 
indulge his taste for naval maneuvers, it would be enough. And 
it would pay. World dominance brings prosperity. World dominance 
gave Great Britain a century and a half of the finest run for her 
money any nation has had since Rome of the empire. 

I don’t want to send our gold and airplanes to Europe, or close 
the canal and use our fleet in the Pacific from pure altruism. I 
say, exact our price. We can achieve world dominance. If we do 
not shrink nervously back, we can make the world an infintely 
pleasanter place to live in. And my real question is, why don’t we 
try it? AMERICANUS,

ONE WORD MORE

JAMES MONROE SMITH The story of James Monroe Smith, 

who passed through our town yes- 
terday en route to New Orleans and Baton Rouge, is an American 
story. Until a few days ago it was a Horatio Alger story, “From 
Rags to Riches,” or “From Log Cabin to President.” 

Once I met the gentleman while on a trip to Baton Rouge. He 
was a gentleman of great dignity and a personality which he could 
turn on and off. So, I have been reading all the New Orleans 
papers have to say about James Monroe Smith because he may be 
the Humpty Dumpty of the Huey Long machine in Louisiana. The 
scandal of his flight, capture and discovery that some $500,000 is 
missing, has rocked Louisiana to its collective heels. 

He was born on a piney woods farm and learned what farm toil 
was. He learned his first lessons in a one-room log shack. Thwe 
burned in him an ambition—the traditional American ambition to 
get an education and to get somewhere in life. 

The story goes that when he had worked his way through high 
school he left home to try for a teaching job. He had one lone 
quarter. This was the man who, not many years later, was dealing 
with more than a million dollars. He worked hard with almost 
constant study. He was 20 years old when he got his first teaching 
job. He didn’t have a suit of clothes. A pair of pants and an odd 
coat served.

Private citizens in both + 
parties urge its enactment, In fact, it was public demand that gave 
us such a law after the last election; but that was a temporary 
measure, nicely timed to expire this spring and clear the field 
for dirty work in 1940. 

In the last election, candidates in doubtful states actually took 
bread from the mouths of the poor, for those on relief were re- 
quired to give a percentage of their pittance for campaign expenses. 
Even the most ardent “liberals” are ashamed of that business and 
would prevent its repetition if they could. 

But the reformers aren't likely to end it. It is dirty, but it works.

In making this point, Studebaker struck at 
the heart of an element in the democratic way 
of life which is apt to be either misunderstood 
or overlooked. That is, as he expressed it, the 
freedom to find out. In a democracy, every 
one, no matter how humble, has opportunity to 
germinate an idea, an idea that may become 
vawable to all, even if the person who originat- 
ed it may be personally disliked. In this man- 
ner, in a democracy there is a winnowing-out 
process of the ideas of every one. In this free- 
dom to experiment and weigh, there are 
gleaned the ideas which are best. 

This is in sharp contrast with the totali- 
tarian states, where progress is limited to the 


the law of life. . Without it there can be no adap- 
tations to altering conditions. Without it there 
would be rigidity and disaster. Yet many of the 
best men are wary of change. 

For this attitude there are many explanations. 
One is that men do not know what is in the 
dark, called change. They know they are living 
now and under present conditions, but they do 
not know what might happen to them under dif- 
ferent conditions. As a rule, it is men whose 
status is good who are most likely to look with 
suspicion on change. 

Such men, honest, patriotic and capable, are 
necessary as stabilizers. Even such inveterate dis- 
senters as one finds on the supreme court of the 
United States are not mere obstructionists. A pos- 
sible effect of their attitude is to hold change to 
a speed that is not too great for social and eco- 
nomic adjustments. In that role they are worthy 
of respect. But the men who believe in change, 
and who de change, are equally as worthy of

ADS CANCER WAR 


Russian Invention Diagnoses 
Diseases in Early Stage by 
Utilizing Physics. 


MOSCOW, July 4-—()—An 
electrical “disease meter” con- 
structed by Russian scientists is 
proving successful in the early di- 


agnosis of cancer, Izvestia, the So- 
viet government newspaper, re- 
ported today. 

The apparatus was _ invented 
jointly by Dr. E. Selkoff, of the 
Leningrad Traumatological Insti- 
tute, and I. Balygin, an engineer. 

Izvestia said they started with 


by physicists in the analysis of 
molecular structure to problems of 
molecular analysis of living organ- 
isms. 

Finally they learned that when 
blood from victims of syphilis, 
cancer or tuberculosis was heated 
to 56 degrees centrigrade (132.8

varying according to the nature of 
the disease.

Substitution of grain sorghum 


for corn on Georgia farms to com-| 


bat the rapidly declining yield of 
the latter crop is advocated by 


George D. Thornton, of the Uni-' 
versity of Georgia College of Agri- 


culture. 

The average yield per acre of 
corn in Georgia has decreased ap- 
proximately 25 per cent, Thornton 
said, due to erosion and prolonged 
summer droughts of recent years. 
Sorghum, he points out, is com- 
parable to corn in feeding value. 
In years of sufficient moisture its 
yields are equal to those of corn 
and in dry years it will give fa- 
vorable yields where corn is a 
complete failure.

You Can Easily 
Lose Weight 
In Summer 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Why don’t you lose a pound a 
week during this hot weather? You 
can lose that much every week 
without half trying, for all of the 
fruits and vegetables of the season 
are high in flavor and incredibly 
low in calories. So help yourself to 
peaches, strawberries, cherries, 
melons, tomatoes, cucumbers and 
even corn-on-the-cob and _ lose 
weight on menus that are tempting. 


Of course, there has to be a 
catch to all this . .. there are a 
few little things you will have’ to 
watch: mayonnaise, French dress- 
ing, butter, cream, sugar and 
sweetened beverages. They are 
troublemakers and if you use an 
excess of them along with the 
low calorie fruits and vegetables, 
you may gain a few unnecessary 
pounds, 

It is altogether too easy to heap 
mayonnaise generously on salads 
and sandwiches, get careless with 
the butter, or make a habit of 
pouring rich cream over fruits and 
berries. And these items are so 
high in calories that it doesn’t 
seem right! Only one tablespoon 
of mayonnaise supplies 100 cal- 
ories. Cream varies according to 
the percentage, but even thin 
cream contains 30 calories a scant 
tablespoon, One carefully meas- 
ured pat of butter one-half inch 
thick equals 100 calories. And no 
matter how you take it, 100 cal- 
ories a day above your require- 
ments will put weight on, not take 


it off! 


But who wants corn-on-the-cob 
without butter? Or sandwiches 


| without mayonnaise? You can have 


them, but not all you want. Re- 


strict the butter each meal to one 


pat one-fourth inch thick. And use 


reducer’s mayonnaise, boiled dress- 


ing or fruit dressing, all of which 
e low in calories. 
Why not cultivate a liking for 


come to appreciate the fruit for its 
own flavor.

tablespoons of: 20 per cent cream, 
and count it as 60 calories for 
honest measure. 

As you may recall, there is a 
definite relation between the salt 
intake and the amount of water 
retained in the tissues. You need 
some salt, but you are probably 
getting much more than you really 
need. Do not sprinkle it too lib- 
erally on vegetables and melons. 

Go out of your way, however, to
